JERUSALEM, Dec, 30 (BUP) The bloodiest battle of 
Palestine’s war of hate was fought at a Haifa oil refinery 
today, with casualties officially reported as 47 persons killed 
and 61 wounded 
Jewish attackers hurled bombs from a speeding 
limousine into a line of 100 Arabs at the plant. The 


infuriated Arab survivors attacked their fellow Jewish 
employes and felled them by the score in frenzied beating, 
stabbing and kicking.
